GENERAL  HEALTH. 

New  sickness  claims  on  the  Ministry  of  Pensions  and  National 
Insurance  during  the  year  showed  a  decrease  as  compared  with  the  average 
over  the  past  five  years.  Figures  for  the  first  quarter  of  the  year 
we re  ahout  average,  hut  there  was  a  marked  decrease  in  the  number  of 
claims  during  the  second  quarter,  compared  with  the  numbers  for  the 
corresponding  quarters  of  previous  years  and  a  decrease  to  a  lesser 
extent  during  the  third  quarter;  the  figures  for  the  last  three  months 

of  the  year  were  again  about  average  for  the  past  few  years.

Measles . 

The  number  of  notifications  of  measles  during  the  year  was  160, 
compared  with  670  in  I965  and  269  in  19&4* 

Mho oping  Cough. 

Ten  cases  were  notified;  this  compares  with  37  cases  in  1965  and 
nine  in  1964* 


Scarlet  Fever* 

The  number  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever  (eight)  was  slightly  lower 
than  the  average  over  the  past  five  years. 

Dysentery  and  Food  Poisoning • 

Only  six  cases  of  dysentery  were  notified,  which  is  well  below 
the  average  for  the  past  five  years;  the  cases  occurred  early  in  the 
year  in  four  different  parishes  in  the  District.  Shigella  sonne  was 
the  organism  concerned  in  each  case. 

Four  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified;  these  occurred  in 
four  separate  parishes  at  different  times  of  the  year.  Salmonella 
typhi -murium  was  the  organism  concerned  in  three  of  the  cases  and 
Salmonella  heidelburg  in  the  remaining  case.

VACCINATION  AND  ILMX1ITISATI0H. 

Smallpox. 

741  children  received  primary  vaccination  at  clinics  and 
surgeries  during  the  year  and  95  children  were  re-vaccinated.

872  children  up  to  the  age  of  four  years  and  77  over  four  years 
received  primary  vaccination  during  the  year.

877  children  were  immunised  against  whooping  cough;  861  of  these 
were  under  five  years  of  age*  Boosting  doses  were  given  to  35&  children. 


Tetanus . 

As  the  majority  of  all  primary  vaccinations  are  done  By  the 
triple  vaccine,  947  children  under  five  were  immunised  against  tetanus. 
The  policy  of  the  County  Council  is  to  continue  to  offer  triple  vaccine 
for  all  primary  vaccinations  and  to  offer  the  tetanus  booster  with  the 
diphtheria  booster  when  these  groups  reach  school  age.  1 ,528  children 
received  booster  tetanus  injections  during  the  year.  There  is  no  scheme 
for  separate  tetanus  protection. 


Poliomyelitis „ 

1 ,070  children  completed  a  course  of  three  doses  during  the  year. 
In  addition,  a  fourth  dose  was  given  to  937  school  children.

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C.  GENERAL  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

HOSPITAL  SERVICES. 

The  majority  of  the  cases  in  the  district  requiring  hospital  or 
specialist  services  are  referred  to  the  Royal  Hampshire  County  Hospital. 
This  also  applies  to  maternity  cases.  Patients  in  the  southern  parishes, 
however,  are  more  likely  to  be  referred  to  the  Southampton  General 
Hospital.  All  these  hospitals  are  administered  by  the  Wessex  Regional 
Hospital  Board. 

GENERAL  PRACTITIONER  SERVICE. 

The  area  is  covered  largely  by  general  practitioners  in  group 
practices  in  Winchester,  Southampton  and  Eastleigh  and  by  smaller  group 
practices  in  Alresford,  MLcheldever,  Twyford,  Hamble,  Hedge  End  and 
West  End. 


LOCAL  HEALTH  AUTHORITY  SERVICES . 

Maternity,  Child  Welfare  and  Health  Visiting. 

Child  Welfare  Clinics  are  held  in  most  of  the  parishes  either 
weekly,  fortnightly  or  monthly,  depending  on  the  population  and 
attendance  of  mothers  and  children.  These  clinics  are  attended  by  a 
Health  Visitor  and,  in  most  cases,  by  a  Doctor.  The  attachment  scheme, 
whereby  the  nursing  staff,  including  a  Health  Visitor,  is  attached  to  a 
General  Practitioner  Group  has  been  working  satisfactorily. 

In  addition  to  the  clinics,  Health  Visitors  are  informed  of 
the  births  of  all  children  in  their  areas  and  visit  and  offer  help  and 
advice.  If  accepted,  the  child  is  followed  up  throughout  infancy  and 
later  in  school.

The  nurseries  are  regularly  inspected  by  Health  Visitors  and 
are  satisfactorily  conducted. 


Welfare  Foods. 

Welfare  foods  are  distributed  at  all  Women1 s  Voluntary  Services 
centres  and  at  many  village  stores. 

Old  People !s  Welfare. 

The  welfare  of  old  people  is  statutorily  under  the  County 
Welfare  Officer,  who  administers  the  service  through  Area  Welfare  Officers. 

There  is  also  a  growing  body  of  voluntary  workers  in  this  field 
and  the  Hampshire  Council  of  Social  Service  take  an  active  interest  in 
fostering  and  co-ordinating  the  voluntary  work  for  the  aged. 

There  are  several  clubs  scattered  in  the  various  parishes  and  in 
many,  in  addition  to  all  the  club  facilities,  chiropody  clinics  are  held 
and  are  proving  a  very  useful  and  popular  service. 
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The  Meals  on  Wheels  Service  which  is  administered  by  the  County 
Welfare  Department  in  conjunction  with  the  Women * s  Voluntary  Service 
operates  in  the  following  areas:  Hamble,  Hound,  Hedge  End,  West  End, 
Botley ,  Pair  Oak,  Kings  Worthy,  Twyford,  Colden  Common,  Compton, 
Otterbourne,  Hew  Alresford,  Old  Alresford,  Bighton,  Easton  and  Martyr 
Worthy . 

The  charge  to  the  recipient  is  1s.6d.  a  meal  and  the  meal  is 
supplied  on  three  (or  in  some  areas  two)  days  a  week. 

There  has  been  a  steady  expansion  since  the  inception  of  this 
service  in  December,  1962. 

Health  Education. 

The  Rural  Information  Service  is  continuing  its  activities  in 
the  Parishes. 

The  Health  Education  Section  of  the  County  Medical  Department 
has  provided  speakers  and  visual  aids  for  talks  to  various  groups . 

There  is  a  need  to  enlighten  and  teach  people  the  principles 
of  positive  health  and  to  inform  on  anti-health  influences.  The  work 
of  Health  Educators  is  valuable  and  expanding  as  this  need  becomes 
recognised . 

Rational  Assistance  Act,  1956  -  Section  47(i) . 

Although  investigation  was  made  in  several  cases  during  the 
year  where  it  was  thought  that  persons  were  unable  to  devote  to  them¬ 
selves,  and  were  not  receiving  from  other  persons,  proper  care  and 
attention,  it  was  not  found  necessary  in  any  instance  to  secure  their 
compulsory  removal. 


D.  SANITARY  CONDITIONS 


Details  of  this  section  are  contained  largely  in  the  Report  of 
the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector. 

Weather . 

— — — ■111. 'I—  Ij  | 

The  weather  during  1966  was  particularly  unpredictable; 
although  there  were  several  spells  of  warm  and  sunny  weather,  the 
summer  was  notable  for  its  frequent  heavy  thundery  showers.  Rain  fell 
on  203  days  during  the  year;  the  total  rainfall  (in  the  Winchester  area) 
was  38*6  inches  as  compared  with  an  annual  average  of  33*3  inches. 

February  was  the  wettest  month  of  the  year,  with  well  over 
five  inches  of  rain;  March  was  comparatively  dry  but  rain  came  again  in 
April.  A  spell  of  sunny  weather  in  early  May  gave  way  to  rain  and  cold 
winds  and  from  then  until  the  end  of  August  brief  spells  of  warm,  sunny 
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weather  were  broken  by  thunderstorms  and  heavy  thundery  showers.  Sept¬ 
ember  brought  a  prolonged  dry  spell,  but  October  was  particularly  wet; 
November  and  December  were  comparatively  dry,  crisp  months  with  a  light 
fall  of  snow  in  mid -Dec ember. 


Housing. 

A  total  of  493  houses  and  19  flats  were  erected  during  the 
year  in  the  District.  Of  these,  75  houses  and  12  flats  were  erected  for 
the  Council,  a  number  a  little  above  the  average  erected  over  the  past 
five  years.  Hew  houses  were  provided  in  most  of  the  parishes  in  the 
District  but  the  main  development  was  in  the  parishes  of  Littleton, 

Hedge  End,  Fair  Oak  and  Few  Aires ford  and,  to  a  lesser  extent,  in  Bo t ley, 
Oliver’s  Battery,  Kings  For thy  and  Golden  Common. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  new  caravan  park  at  Shamble hurst 
Lane,  Bo t ley  which  is  being  provided  by  this  Council,  was  nearing 
completion;  this  site,  when  completed,  will  accommodate  1 66  caravans. 


Later. 

Parishes  to  the  north  and  north-west  of  Winchester  are  supplied 
by  Winchester  Corporation’s  mains  and  the  remainder  of  the  District  by 
the  Southampton  Corporation  supply. 


The  water  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity  through¬ 
out  the  year;  a  copy  of  a  report  of  a  typical  chemical  analysis  is  shown 
in  the  report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  bacteriological 
samples  submitted  for  analyses  have  been  satisfactory.  Hone  of  the  water 
supplied  is  liable  to  have  plumb o -solvent  action; 
the  Winchester  and  Southampton 
respectively.

Sewage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

Contract  works  in  connection  with  the  sewering  of  the  Windmill 
Hill  area  of  Bursledon  were  completed  during  the  year. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  approximately  half  of  the  contract  works 
in  connection  with  the  enlargement  of  the  Botley  and  Hedge  End  Sewage 
Disposal  Works  had  been  completed.  45$  of  the  contract  works  had  also 
been  completed  in  respect  of  the  Improvements  Scheme  at  Hew  Alresford 
Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  tenders  were  being  considered  for  the 
extension  of  the  main  sewer  in  Bradshaw  Close,  Fair  Oak.

OFFICES , 


SHOPS  AND  RAIL HAY 


The  Washing  Facilities  Regulations ,  1 964 


These  regulations  cane  into  force  on  1st  January,  19 66 
and  require  fiat  suitable  and  sufficient  washing  facilities, 
including  a  supply  of  clean,  running  hot  and  cold  or  warm  water, 
soap  and  clean  towels,  be  provided  at  places  conveniently 
accessible  to  persons  employed  to  work  on  the  premises. 


The  Sanitary  Conveniences  Regulations,  1964 

These  regulations  also  came  into  force  on  1st  Januaiy, 

19 66  and  require  that  suitable  and  sufficient  sanitary  conveniences 
shall  be  provided  in  places  readily  accessible  to  persons 
employed  on  the  premises. 


BUILDING  AND  BUILDINGS 

The  Building  Regulations.  1 965 

The  subject  matter  of  these  Regulations,  which  came  into 
force  c.ji  1st  February,  1966  are,  in  general ,  similar  to  that  of  the 
model  byelaws  commonly  adopted  as  building  byelaws,  but  in  some 
respects  (e.g,  ventilation,  height  of  rooms,  etc.)  there  are 
considerable  alterations  or  innovations. 

The  Building  (First  Amendment)  Regulations,  1965* 

These  contain  minor  corrections  and  clarification  of 
details  in  the  Building  Regulations,  1965  and  came  into  force  on 
the  same  date. 

CQNSlRvIER  PROTECTION 

The  Oil  Heaters  Regulations,  1966 

These  regulations  make  more  detailed  provision  for  test¬ 
ing  of  oil  heaters,  imposes  a  limit  on  the  proportion  of  carbon  mon 
oxide  and  on  the  corrosion-resistance  of  fuel  containers.  The 
regulations  came  into  force  on  1st  June,  1966,  and  from  that  date 
will  apply  to  all  cril  heaters  irrespective  of  the  date  of  their 
manufacture ,

Although  every  effort  is  made  to  persuade  owners  or  persons 
responsible  to  carry  out  the  necessary  work  to  abate  a  nuisance  or, 
unsatisfactory  condition,  it  is  not  always  possible  to  achieve  the 
desired  result*  It  was  found  necessary  to  resort  to  Statutory  action 
in  seven  cases  curing  the  year,  as  shoam  by  the  following  details  :~ 

1 •  Leaking  roof,  eaves  gutters ,  etc* 

Action  was  taken  under  Section  93  of  the  Public  Health 
Act  and  resulted  in  the  necessaiy  works  being  executed. 

2.  Damp ness,  1 e ak ing  do wnp ipes ,  etc. 

A  Statutory  Notice  was  served  under  Section  93  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1 963  and  this  was  complied  with. 

3  •  Overflowing  Cesspool 

A  Statutory  Notice  served  under  Section  50  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936  was  not  complied  with,  Legal  proceedings 
were  taken,  resulting  in  the  owner  being  fined  £20.  As  the 
necessary  works  were  still  not  carried  out  an  application  for 
a  continuing  penalty  was  made  and  a  further  fine  of  £10 
imposed;  the  necessary  work  of  connecting  the  property  to  the 
public  sewer  was  then  executed. 

4.  Leaking  roof,  etc. 

The  owner/ o ccupier  was  unable  to  comply  with  a  Stat¬ 
utory  Notice  served  under  Section  9  of  the  Housing  Act,  1957? 
the  Council  carried  out  the  work  and  the  cost  (£87)  involved 
was  recovered  from  the  owner. 

5.  Dampness  ,  leaking  downpipes,  etc. 

As  a  result  of  action  under  Section  93  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936)  the  defects  were  remedied. 

6.  Dangerous  cesspool 

An  unused  cesspool  was  considered  to  be  dangerous; 
action  was  taken  under  Section  39  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 

1936  and  the  cesspool  was  then  filled  in  and  made  safe. 

7.  Perforated  and  broken  eaves  guttering,  dampness,  etc. 

A  Statutory  Notice  was  served  under  Section  93  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936;  the  prescribed  period  had  not  expired 
by  the  end  of  the  year.

Following  the  formal  declaration  of  the  Improvement  Area  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  each  owner  of  the  16  tenanted  properties

Tenants  in  the  area  were  interviewed  and  subsequently  they  all 
fomally  agreed  to  the  improvement  works  being  carried  out  at  the 
properties  except  with  regard  to  one  property  where  the  aged  tenant 
withheld  his  consent . 
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It  is  anticipated  that,  "because  of  the  interest  shown  by  the 
owners,  improvement  works  will  be  started  voluntarily  at  the 
majority  of  the  tenanted  properties  within  the  next  12  months* 

Caravans 

The  privately-owned  sites  which  hold  licences  provide 
facilities  for  536  residential  caravans. 

The  three  sites  provided  and  administered  by  this  Authority 
provide  facilities  for  a  further  88  residential  caravans*  Arrange¬ 
ments  are  proceeding  for  one  of  those  three  sites  to  close  in  the 
coning  year,  and  the  /[0  residential  caravans  will  be  removed  from 
it  to  a  new  Council  site  being  provided  nearby,  which  will 
ultimately  accommodate  1 66  residential  caravans*  The  need  for 
the  closure  of  the  site  with  its  pail  closets,  water-standpipes, 
and  limited  drainage  facilities  has  been  acknowledged  for  some  time, 
and  the  occupiers  of  caravans  transferred  can  look  forward  in  the 
very  near  future  to  having  individual  water  supplies,  flushed  w.c.s, 
proper  standings,  etc* 

The  number  of  sites  holding  temporary  licences  for 
individual  caravans,  together  with  those  who  have  "existing  use 
rights",  or  are  exempt  from  the  licensing  provisions,  and  a  small 
number  of  itinerants,  when  added  to  those  mentioned  above,  bring  the 
total  number  of  caravans  in  the  area  to  approximately  700. 

The  small  number  of  itinerants  remain  a  problem  which  has  yet 
to  be  effectively  dealt  with,  and  every  effort  should  be  made  jointly 
by  the  Authorities  concerned  to  integrate  these  families  into  a  way 
of  life  more  in  keeping  with  the  standards  enjoyed  by  the  other 
residents  of  this  Rural  District. 

Much  criticism  has  been  made  of  the  present  legislation  in  so 
far  as  it  does  not  provide  any  security  of  tenure  for  caravan 
dwellers,  and  in  some  cases  permits  excessive  restrictions  to  be 
imposed  by  a  site  proprietor* 

On  one  of  the  privately-owned  sites  the  proprietor  imposed 
restrictions  which  caused  considerable  complaint  to  the  Council* 

After  the  fullest  investigation  the  licence  conditions  we re  amended 
to  include  the  following 
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1  •  the  site  licensee  shall  at  all  tines  afford  free  and 

unimpeded  access  to  bona  fide  visitors  to  any  of  the 
occupants  of  caravans  on  the  site* 

2.  the  site  licensee  shall  at  all  tines  provide  unim¬ 
peded  access  to  all  trades  people  calling  or  delivering 
to  any  of  the  caravans  on  the  site# 

3#  the  car  parking  area  stipulated  in  condition  No#  29 

shall  be  available  at  all  times  for  the  paiking  of  cars 
by  the  occupants  of  caravans  on  the  site  and  by 
visitors  to  those  caravans# 

These  amendments  ?/ere  accepted  by  the  proprietor  and  continue 
in  force#

provided  by  Southampton  Corporation. 

Samples  from  these  supplies  are  submitted  regularly  for 
bacteriological  and  chemical  analyses  and  reports  received  on  these 
samples  have  shovrn  them  to  be  satisfactory.

Pell  Supplies:  Samples  of  well  'water  supplying  33  individual 
properties  have  been  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  during 
the  year;  four  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory , 

Two  of  the  properties  from  which  unsatisfactory  samples  were 
obtained  were  connected  to  a  mains  supply;  a  third  property  was  the 
subject  of  procedure  under  the  Housing  Act,  1957*  The  remaining 
sample  was  obtained  from  a  well  supply  serving  a  transport  cafe  and 
two  dwellings;  the  use  of  this  supply  was  discontinued  after  invest¬ 
igation  into  the  cause  of  the  pollution  and  the  extension  of  an 
existing  water  main  provided  the  necessary  mains  supply  to  each 
property.

43  Samples  of  pasteurised  milk  were  submitted  for 
analysis;  one  of  these  was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  Investigation 
was  made  and  advice  given?  all  subsequent  samples  from  this  source 
were  satisfactory. 

25  Samples  of  raw  oilk  were  also  taken  and  submitted  for 
analysis;  five  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory .  Four  of  these  were 
obtained  from  a  nilk  roundsman;  investigation  was  made  and  it  was 
found  that  the  source  of  the  milk  was  from  a  farm  outside  this 
District.  The  Authority  in  whose  o„rea  the  farm  was  situated  was 
notified;  all  nilk  from  this  farm  is  now  pasteurised  before  sale. 

The  source  of  the  remaining  unsatisfactory  sample  was  found  to  be 
from  a  farm  in  this  District;  tests  were  carried  out  on  all  the 
cows  on  this  farm  and  a  re-actor  was  found.  It  was  immediately 
removed  from  the  herd  and  all  subsequent  samples  submitted  for 
analysis  were  satisfactory. 

General 


It  was  found  necessary  in  only  one  instance  to  institute 
legal  proceedings;  this  concerned  the  delivery  of  nilk  in  a  bottle 
in  an  unclean  condition,  there  being  a  number  of  widely-distributed 
small  areas  of  dark  substance  adhering  to  the  inner  surface;  the 
Magistrates  imposed  a  fine  of  £20.

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A  number  of  conplaints  regarding  foodstuffs  were  received  and 
investigated  and  in  four  cases  it  was  decided  to  take  legal  antlcur. 

In  the  first  case,  a  complaint  was  received  that  a  sausage  roll 
was  -unfit  to  eat.  On  inspection  it  was  found  to  be  affected  with 
mould;  as  a  result  of  proceedings  being  taken,  a  fine  of  £10  was 
imposed. 


The  second  case  concerned  a  general  provisions  shop,  where  it 
was  found  that  a  considerable  amount  of  confectionery  and  a  small 
amount  of  canned  foodstuffs  were  unfit  for  consumption;  this  appeared 
due  to  the  fact  that  insufficient  attention  was  paid  to  the  proper 
rotation  of  stock.  It  was  decided  to  take  legal  action  and  this 
resulted  in  fines  amounting  to  £20  being  imposed  by  the  Magistrates 1 
Court . 

The  third  case  followed  a  complaint  that  a  small  fancy  cake, 
purchased  with  others  from  a  local  shop,  contained  a  piece  of  metal; 
after  investigation,  it  was  decided  to  prosecute  the  manufacturers 
and  they  were  fined  £5. 

In  the  remaining  case,  a  complaint  was  received  that  a  bottle 
of  ginger  ale  contained  a  foreign  body;  on  inspection  this  was  found 
to  be  a  spider  and  a  fine  of  £20  was  imposed  on  the  manufacturers 
by  th  e  i.Ia  gi  s  t ra,  t  e  s . 

Ice-cream 


Nineteen  samples  of  ice-cream  we re  submitted  for  analysis;  four¬ 
teen  of  these  were  placed  in  Grade  I  and  five  in  Grade  II. 

It  should  be  noted  that  owing  to  the  numerous  factors  governing 
the  hygienic  quality  of  ice-cream  it  is  unwise  to  pay  too  much  attention 
to  the  bacteriological  results  of  any  single  sample;  judgment  should 
be  based  rather  on  a  series  of  samples.  It  is  suggested  that  over 
a  six-monthly  period,  80 °/o  of  a  Vendor’s  samples  should  fall  into  . 

Grades  I  or  II,  not  more  than  20 °/b  into  Grade  III  and  none  into 
Grade  IV.

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Sampling  of  Food 


The  Hampshire  County  Council  is  the  sampling  authority  under 
the  Pood  and  Drugs  Act,  1955*  I  an  indebted  to  Mr*  J*  S.  Preston, 
Chief  Sampling  Officer  under  the  Act  for  the  following  details 
as  to  substances  sampled  within  this  district  during  the  year* 

A  total  of  191  samples  were  procured  within  the  Winchester 
Rural  District. 

Milk  Samples 

149  samples  of  nilk,  including  45  ’'Channel  Islands”,  were 
taken,  nine  being  unsatisfactory* 

Of  the  unsatisfactory  samples,  three,  which  were  deficient 
of  fat,  were  from  a  producer  who  had  been  issued  with  a  licence 
only  a  few  days  before  the  samples  were  taken*  The  deficiencies 
were  thought  to  be  due  to  lack  of  nixing  and  possibly  not  completely 
milking  out  the  cows*  The  person  responsible  appeared  to  be  rather 
inexperienced  but,  after  the  result  was  made  known  to  her,  a  further 
sample  proved  satisfactory.  In  the  circuns tances ,  it  was  thought 
that  the  facts  did  not  warrant  legal  proceedings  and  a  caution  was 
given* 

Two  other  samples  were  deficient  of  fat,  one  to  the  extent  of 
28  °/o%  Legal  proceedings  resulted  in  the  producer  being  fined 
£10*  0.  Od,  with  costs  of  £7*  0*  0;da 

One  sample  was  found  to  contain  antibiotics  to  the  extent  of 
0,05  international  units  per  millilitre*  The  matter  was  brought 
to  the  notice  of  the  xDroducer  concerned  and  further  checks  have 
been  made  with  satisfactory  results* 

The  remaining  three  unsatisfactory  samples  were  below  the 
required  fat  content  but  they  were  from  individual  churns  of  milk 
included  in  larger  consignments ;  as  the  average  fat  content  of  the 
consignments  was  in  each  case  above  the  required  limit  no  offences 
were  involved* 

Miscellaneous  Samples 

42  samples  of  articles  other  than  milk  were  obtained,  three 
being  the  subject  of  adverse  reports*  The  adverse  reports  were 
in  respect  of  the  following  items  : - 
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(1)  A  sample  of  pork  sausage  neat  which  contained  less  than 

the  normally  expected  minimum  of  657°  of  neat.  The 
discrepancy  was  not  such  as  to  call  for  legal  proceedings 
but  the  natter  was  taken  up  with  the  vendor  concerned, 

(2)  A  ’’Super  Tip  Top"  (Lollie)  which  contained  a  preservative 

not  permitted  in  this  type  of  product  by  the  Preservatives 
in  Pood  Regulations,  The  complaint  was  referred  to  the 
manufacturers . 

(3)  A  "buttered  bun,"  the  butter  portion  of  which  consisted  of 

margarine.  The  sample  was  purchased  from  a  roadside  cafe 
and  the  relevant  circumstances  were  fully  investigated. 

The  facts  did  not  appear  to  be  such  as  to  justify  legal 
proceedings  and  accordingly  a  warning  was  given  to  the 
vendor  concerned. 

General 

During  routine  visits  to  traders ,  attention  was  also  given  to 
the  provisions  of  the  Labelling  of  Food  Order  and  the  Pharmacy 
and  medicines  Act  with  regard  to  their  application  to  the  labelling 
and  description  of  food  and  drugs.

Two  new 
installations  were  licensed,  one  for  the  storage  of  petroleum 
spirit  and  one  for  petroleum  mixtures.

Twenty-three  tanks  were  tested  during  the  year.  Lew 
tanks  and  tanks  due  for  testing  have  been  dealt  with 5  in  some 
cases  this  has  meant  work  over  a  period  of  three  to  four  days 
with ,  of  necessity,  two  visits  a  day. 

Two  petroleum  tanks  have  been  put  temporarily  out  of 
use  during  the  year.  In  such  cases  it  is  necessary  to  ensure 
that  the  tanks  are  not  left  holding  an  explosive  vapour ,  but  in 
each  instance  the  complete  filling  of  the  tank  with  water  is 
necessary. 


'There  the  discontinuation  of  use  of  a  tank  is  on  a 
permanent  basis,  it  is  necessary  either  to  ensure  its  complete 
removal  from  the  ground,  the  void  filled  in  and  consolidated  or, 
alternatively,  the  tank  can  be  completely  filled  in  with  a 
cement  slurry.  There  is  considerable  care  to  be  taken  when 
dealing  with  a  tank  in  such  a  manner.  It  must  be  ensured  that 
no  voids  are  left  in  'which  isolated  pockets  of  an  explosive 
petroleum  oxygen  mixture  can  remain  and  such  pipelines  as  are 
connected  to  the  tank  must  be  properly  disconnected  and  the  point 
of  connection  effectively  sealed.  Five  such  tanks  were  placed 
permanently  out  of  use  during  the  year.

Only  two  cases  were  found,  one  of  which  was  in 
respect  of  an  office  (l33  cu.  ft.)  formed  by 
partitions  in  a  large  store-room  and  occupied 
regularly  by  one  employee. 

This  was  found  to  be  generally  satisfactory; 
the  main  difficulty  was  experienced  in  main¬

The  most  satisfactory  solution  in  many  cases 
appears  to  be  the  provision  of  fan  heaters 
positioned  behind  the  counters. 

In  over  3 0/y°  of  the  premises  inspected  there 
were  no  thermometers.  • 

Satisfactory,  although  it  was  noted  in  a  few 
instances  that  some  shoos  had  no  direct

ventilation  to  the  external  air,  except 
through  the  main  entrance'  door-.* 

In  approximately  30y°  of  the  premises  inspected 
the  lighting  was  found  to  be  below  the  standard 
recommended  by  the  Illuminating  Engineering 
Society;  in  many  instances,  however,  the 
deficiency  was  remedied  by  higher-wattage 
bulbs  or  the  addition  of  a  single  additional 
lighting  point.

It  was  noted  that  in  a  great  number  of  the 
public  houses  inspected  there  were  no  hand¬ 
rails  or  hand-holds  provided  for  the  stairs 
leading  from  the  cellar  to  the  ground  floor. 
Often  the  entrance  to  the  cellar  was  through 
a  trap-door  in  the  floor  behind  one  of  the 
bar  counters?  thus,  whilst  the  cellar  was  in 
use,  a  dangerous  unfenced  opening  existed. 

In  several  instances  it  was  noted  that  power- 
operated  food-slicing  machines  did  not  con¬ 
firm  with  the  recommended  standards.  Guards 
were  obtainable  from  the  makers,  but  an 
interlocking  device  was  not  available  to 
prevent  the  knife  being  operated  when  the 
guard  was  removed.

NOISE  ABATMEIW 


The  number  of  complaints  of  alleged  noise  nuisance  are  steadily 
increasing,  and  remain  of  varied  origin  -  from  barking  dogs  to  grain 
driers • 

All  the  complaints  were  investigated  and  involved  the  officers  in 
visits  at  times  which  ranged  from  1,00  a.n.  on  a  weekday  to  7 *00  p.n. 
on  a  Sunday  evening.  The  most  persistent  complainants  of  noise  seen 
to  be  those  who  reside  in  areas  in  which  light  industries  are  also 
located.  In  many  of  such  cases  investigation  reveals  conditions  which 
require  no  action  by  the  Local  Authority  but  the  complainants,  who  have 
probably  attuned  their  hearing  to  detect  the  particular  noise  under 
any  circumstances,  continue  to  complain,  although  unwilling  to  take 
steps  themselves  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Noise 
Abatement  Act  to  seek  the  assistance  of  the  Court.  The  location 
of  light  industry  within  a  residential  area  seems  at  some  time  or 
other  to  become  the  subject  of  complaint,  and  whilst  where 
"existing  user  rights"  are  in  force  the  hands  of  the  Planning  Authority 
are  tied,  unfortunately  there  are  instances  when  permission  for  this 
"mixture"  is  granted. 

It  has  been  necessary  in  one  instance  to  seek  the  assistance  of 
Southampton  University  in  obtaining  detailed  readings  and  their 
analysis.  'The  preliminary  report  which  was  prepared  proved  of  great 
value  in  the  Health  Committee^  consideration  of  the  conditions 
pertaining. 
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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


The  difficulty  of  obtaining  sufficient  and  suitable  labour 
continued  throughout  the  year,  frequently  resulting  in  collections 
being  delayed  in  spite  of  increased  overtime,  Y/hilst  paying  tribute 
to  the  personnel  who  worked  willingly  rand  hard  to  provide  an 
efficient  service  and  who  over  the  years  have  provided  the  ! backbone 1 
of  the  labour  force,  a  number  of  those  who  have  been  employed  have  not 
come  up  to  the  same  standard.  It  remains  a  fact  that  generally  single 
men  are  not  prepared  to  work  overtime,  regardless  of  the  state  of  the 
collection  with  which  they  are  concerned,  because  of  the  increased  tax 
deductions  from  their  earnings,  as  long  as  it  is  possible  to  obtain 
other  spare  time  employment  which  is  more  remunerative. 


This  year  saw  the  continuance  of  the  introduction  of  the  ! paper 
sack1  system  and  an  increasing  number  of  occupiers  are  purchasing  stands 
rather  than  have  ’head  units’  fixed  to  a  wall.  In  dealing  with  ’other 
than  domestic 1  properties  such  as  Parish  Halls,  Church  Halls  and  Places 
of  -Tor ship ,  it  was  agreed  that  no  charge  should  be  made  for  the  unit  or 
cost  of  collection. 


^.vc^^Uhe  number  of  paper  sacks  torn  by  varying  species  of  animals 
has  f been  very  few  and  is  indicated  in  the  number  of  guards  which  had 
been  sold  by  the  end  of  the  year  (seven). 


There  have,  however,  been  difficulties  in  the  village  of 
Owslebury  since  the  system  was  installed.  Each  week  large  numbers  of 
sacks  were  torn  and  their  contents  distributed  around  the  dwellings, 
greatly  adding  to  the  burden  of  the  housewives.  Guards  were 
installed  and  the  damage  was  virtually  eliminated.  After  a  time 
these  guards  were  removed  and  plastic  sacks  of  225  gauge  were  tried 
but  these  were  torn  in  the  same  manner  as  the  original  paper  ones. 

■The  suggestion  that  guards  can  be  provided  for  a  few  months  to  break 
the  habits  of  animals  damaging  the  sacks  needs  some  reconsideration. 
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Refuse  Collection 


The  vehicle  fleet  engaged  on  this  work  consists  of: 

One  12 -yard  side -loading  freighter. 

One  18-yard  rear- loading  (seni-dustless) 

freighter  with  compression  mechanism. 

Three  25-yard  rear-loading  (semi-dustless) 

freighters  with  power  presses.

Two  50-yard  rear-loading  freighters  (Continuous 

loading) . 

Two  5-ton  tipping  vehicles. 

Three  5-ton  tipping  vehicles. 

The  replacement  of  specialised  vehicles  hy  commercial  trucks  has 
continued  and  is  satisfactory.  By  operating  these  vehicles  with  a  too 
nan  team  (driver  and  loader)  it  has  been  found  that  better  control  is 
exercised  over  the  dayfs  work  and  many  of  the  difficulties  which  arise 
through  the  ! clash  of  personalities !  with  a  larger  crew  have  been 
eliminated.  I  hope  that  the  refuse  collection  service  in  this  area 
will  become  one  in  which  the  needs  of  the  ratepayers  are  fully  net  rather 
than  their  being  controlled  as  to  what  type  of  refuse  they  may  put  out 
for  collection. 

A  weekly  collection  is  in  operation  throughout  the  District.

These  figures  represent  a  loss  of  3.3  men  (7$)  for  each  working 
day-  of  the  year.  In  addition  to  this  105*4  working  weeks  were  lost  due 
to  annual  holidays.  To  combat  this  loss  it  was  found  necessary  to  work 
a  considerable  amount  of  overtime. 


Special  Collections 

This  service  has  continued  on  a  ’free  of  charge1  basis  through¬ 
out  the  district  and  resulted  in  373  collections  being  made.  This  gives 
an  average  in  excess  of  7  per  week  which  indicates  the  amount  of  labour 
taken  up  on  this  work.  It  also  indicates  the  need  for  this  service  to 
expand  in  order  to  meet  the  increasing  demand.  It  is  far  more 
economical,  apart  from  any  aesthetic  considerations,  to  collect  such 
unwanted  items  at  their  point  of  production  rather  than  employ  labour 
removing  it  from  countryside  ditches  and  roadside  hedges. 
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In  addition  a  service  is  now  given  to  such  events  as  Parish  Fetes, 
scouts  and  guides  camps,  caravan  rallies,  etc.  which  take  place  in  this 
area  by  providing  sack  units  during  the  period  of  their  stay.  From 
letters  received  from  the  organisers  these  arrangements  are  appreciated. 

Litter  Patrol 

Since  its  commencement  the  patrol  which  c ons is ts  of  a  5  cwt,  van 
and  driver  has  achieved  much  in  a  number  of  ways. 

Specific  places  known  to  be  used  for  rubbish  dumping  by  the 
general  public  are  kept  under  observation  and  quickly  cleared. 

An  agreement  with  the  County  Council  has  meant  that  lay-bys  are 
now  provided  with  plastic  sack  units  (29  laybys,  62  units)  which  are 
cleared  a  minimum  of  twice  weekly,  with  particular  attention  being  paid 
to  them  over  the  statutory  holiday  periods  to  ensure  sufficient  capacity 
is  available  -  no  litter  receptacle  is  the  slightest  use  when  it  is 
allowed  to  overflow. 

Similar  plastic  sack  units  were  installed  on  the  beach  at  Hetley, 
but  before  a  fair  trial  could  take  place,  they  were  wilfully  damaged  to 
such  an  extent  that  it  was  impossible  to  repair  them. 

37  tons  of  litter  were  collected  during  the  year  by  the  litter 
patrol  van  which  systematically  tours  the  whole  District. 


In  commenting  generally  on  this  aspect  of  litter  I  am  sure  we 
would  have  fewer  problems  if  residents  in  adjoining  Local  Authorities 
areas  recognised  their  responsibilities  and  refrained  from  despoiling  the 
very  attractive  countryside  which  adjoins  them. 


Abandoned  Gars 


Where  these  are  left  on  a  highway  and  either  the  Highway  Authority, 
Police,  or  ourselves  are  satisfied  that  they  have  been  abandoned,  removal 
takes  place  immediately  and  every  effort  is  made  to  trace  the  owner. 

Where  this  has  been  possible  the  person  concerned  is  charged  with  such 
expenses  as  are  incurred  in  removing  and  storing  the  vehicle  and  a 
prosecution  is  instituted  for  the  deposition  of  li  ter. 

'There  a  ratepayer  lias  an  unwanted  car  it  will  be  collected  and 
disposed  of  free  of  charge. 
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Refuse  Disposal 


Following’  an  agreement  with  Eastleigh  Borough  Council,  joint 
disposal  of  refuse  corxienced  on  the  24th  January  at  C olden  Connon. 

Relatively  few  difficulties  arose  and  undoubtedly  this  was  the 
result  of  the  ready  assistance  and  co-operation  which  I  have  received 
from  their  officers . 

The  use  of  the  site  at  Golden  Common  was  terminated  on  the  24th 
September  and  tipping  commenced  at  the  Fair  Oak  site  on  the  26th 
September. 

Consideration  of  methods  of  disposal  other  than  ’crude  tipping’ 
have  taken  place  and  the  first  meeting  of  the  sub-committee  appointed, 
together  with  representatives  of  Eastleigh  Borough  Council  took  place 
in  May.

Salvage 


V/ith  the  introduction  of  the  paper  sack  scheme,  new  arrangements 
for  t  he  collection  of  salvage  were  instituted  using  400~ gauge  transparent 
plastic  sacks.  The  results  have  justified  this  venture  as  householders 
now  have  a  clean  sack  left  when  one  is  placed  out  for  collection,  the 
paper,  rags,  etc.  are  kept  dry  even  if  delay  occurs  in  collection  and 
salvage  is  more  easily  handled  by  the  collectors.  then  sacks  became 
dirty,  trials  were  made  by  having  then  laundered  in  the  normal  way  and 
this  appears  to  be  working  satisfactorily*

PIGEON  NUISANCE 


Early  in  the  year,  complaints  were  received  from  the  general 
public  and  the  Community  Association  of  Alresford  about  the  fouling  of 
the  walking  way  in  High  Street  by  pigeons  perching  on  the  high  ledges 
of  a  building.  The  steps  V.-Jren  by  the  firm  employed  to  prevent  the 
continuance  of  this  problem  m  the  cost  of  £65  so  far  .appears  to  have 
been  effective  and  the  improvement  in  the  cleanliness  of  the  pavement 
in  that  area  has  been  generally  appreciated. 
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
